THE LATEST event on rabbte-roiislng agendas is'the protest 
demonstration in the form of 'a 73 hour picket on the 
House of Commons to be staged this Thanksgiving 
week-end by members of the Combined Universities 
Campaign For Nuclear Disarmament. Assuming that the 
antics of this organization will have any world wide signi- 
ficance the "situation brings to mind the British university 
pacifist movement of the 1930s. That petition circulated and 
signed by hundreds of thousands of collegians and off- 
campus citizens created an atmosphere which , must have 
been token into consideration by ffie British Government in 
their decision against q re-armament program as being 
politically unfavourable at that time. German tactician must 
also have taken into account the fact that, on the surface at 
least the English seemed disinclined to fight. In any event, 
history records a near-fiasco during ihe first half of World 
War II as a result of the British no-re-armament decision. 
Although the present situation is not identical, the similar- 
ities are strong enough to advise serious consideration on the 
part of prospective supporters of such movements as the 
CUCND. 

The CUCND brief states that the Liberal, New Demo- 
cratic and Social Credit parties as well as the B.C. and Sas- 
katchewan provincial legislatures have taken a stand against 
nuclear weapons for Canada. If such It the case, then let this 
ill-advised mob persuade the true and sane voice of the 
Canadian people to be heard through the proper channels of 
accredited representation and democratic procedure.' 

Although there is no direct statement in favour of uni- 
lateral disarmament in the CUCND letter, we must assume 
from their policies in the face of recent developments that 
they are more than willing to back such a movement. Over 
and above policy, the CUCND can only produce evidence of 
active support to their beliefs in the western and neutral 
countries. Despite this stale of affairs and despite the sur-, 
prise Russian move to resume testing, CUCND still seems to 
believe that unilateral disarmament would prove the ground- 
work to eventual peace rather than .wide-spreading tyranny. 

Let us examine possible toads to peace — that is, uni- 
lateral' or bilateral disarmament. The former would only 
leave the way open for the remaining armed party to assert 
its power with no interference. Such is the nature of man. 
The latter is an unlikely eventuality, not only because of 
the recent Russian indication that she has no intentions 
of trusting herelf to such terms, but also because many US 
legislators are. not in favor; of J^eJ^poli^:',CU^D. at yet 
put forward no solution to thè'prôblSmTliut'unlikerthe more 
prudent Canadian MP's, they have not the foresight to 
realize their deficiency. . • , 

The CUCND's cry to a'rmsr;is;nornuc^qr|we for 
Canada. From the opening parajj'raph^thejrlparticular ar- 
guments do not hold water. "The present Government con- 
tinues to neglect rising public opinion" followed by ^"We, 
the citizens o't Canada demand a decision now i" The Gov* 
ernment is perfectly justified in not listening to the howit 
of dn un(udicious mob but iris'tead biding Its time to formalize 
an intelligent decision; "We know that the'super-powers have 
gone mad with nuclear weapons." What force of negotia- 
tion would Canada have, with or without the backing of a 
nuclear program if the super-powers are indeed "mad"? 
"We are duty-bound to demand that our country has nothing 
to do with these murderous nuclear weapons". If the radia- 
tions fail-out from 'testing In other countries will affect 
the Canadian population, how will it benefit Canada to 
personally abstain from q testing "program. "Do you' wont 
nuclear weapons on Canadian soil ' and ^ thus put Canada 
on the map for nuclear extermination ?" Canada, placed 
in its rather, firmly fixed geographical context, and its 
population will invariably be destroyed by the radiation 
fall-out from bombs directed towards the United' States. 

If we have to thank God for anything on this week end. 
It will be for the fact that the House will not be around 
to see the circus. 



TV idua^ion 

Dear Madam : 

Though the underlying spirit 
of your editorial "Mcclianics of 
Education" yesterday is most 
commendable, the statement it- 
self is' full of misinformation . 
and muddled thinkiiig. Here I 
wish to make only two points. 

1. ^Vhalcvcr the total case for 
or against the use of cduca-'^ 
tlonal television for instruction 
in university (credit) courses, 
the evidence, as opposed to opi- 
nion, ilccs not show "infinite 
superiority" of classroom Icc 
turcs. For example, the Penn- 
sylvania State University study 
indicates no reliable difference 
between the two methods. Live 
and televised lectures seem to 
be equally good, or bad. 

2. If by "machlne-lcd" ins- 
truction you refer to program- 
mcd-instruction through teach- - 
Ing machines and ! programmed 
textbooks, the issue, as you have . 
defined it, is completely mis- 
leading. The issue is not one of 
programmed-instruction vs. close 
student - professor .interaction. 
Rather, it is how far close stu- 
dent-professor interaction can be 
made possible or increased 
through tile use of new tech- 
nological developments, sucii as 
programmed (self-) instruction. 

The experience at Harvard and 
Darmouth, among other colleges 
would suggcfit that the new 
technology of education, by free- 
ing the professor from routine, 
information-imparting aspects 
of instruction, gives him more 
time for- the type of interaction 
you ■ recommend in your edit- 
orial. There is every reason to 
believe that the new techno- 
logical developments, if used 
wisely, would facilitate rather 
than hinder interactions between 
students and professors. 

Indeed, in this day of increas- 
ing student enrollment and 
shortage of professors, modern 
technology provides the only 
hope of restoring some of the 
traditional virtues of "persona- 
lized education. 

I, hope that in its promotion 
of closer faculty-student rela- 
tions, the Students' Executive 
Council would look upon mo- 
dem educational, technology as 
a friend rather than as an enè- 
my.

The McGill Indians made a most inauspicious debut into the Junior Q.R.F.U. on Wednes- 
day night. They went down to a 33-0 defeat at the hands of the Verdun Braves, who are 
considered to be the weakest squad that McGill will face this year. 



The "game", played on a soggy 
field in Verdun Stadium in near 
freezing weather, was witnessed by 
a sparse, though hardy crowd. 

From a JIcGill point of view 
there was little to record on tlîe 
credit side of the ledger. Mai Dur- 
ness and Brian Coleman accounted 
for most of the tackles on the lack- 
lustre defensive squad. Sal Lovec- 
chio, Doug Pascal, and Al Schrei- 
ber accounted for most of the yard- 
age "amassed" by the Indians. 

Verdun scored in every quarter 
save the third. The first major 
came on a 25 yard pass from Dave 
Murdoch to Tony Christiano after 
the Braves recovered a McGill 
fumble on thé Indian 35 yard line. 
Christiano converted to put the 
Black and white squad into a lead 
from which they never looked 
back. 

The first period ended with 
Verdun's Don Grant sneaking over 
from the two-yard stripe. This 



score was set up by a Verdun 
recovery of a blocked UcGlU kick 
deep in Indian territory. 

SECOND QUARTER 

The second quarter saw Verdun 
repeatedly drive into the Indian 
half of the field. One of the few 
bright spots in McGill's play was 
their stalwart defensive work in 
this quarter; the Braves were held 
to but one TD in this period.
